Fall  River  Historical  Society 

New  Description:   "The  Fall  River  His- 
torical  Society  organized  in  1921, 
opened  its  museum  in  1937.   It  is 
housed  in  a  structure  built  of  Fall 
River  granite  and  originally  erected 
in  1843  on  lower  Columbia  Street 
near  the  harbor ,  at  which  time  the 
boundary  line  between  Massachusetts 
and  Rhode  Island  passed  through  the 
house.   It  was  used  as  a  station  of 
the  Underground  Railroad  for  escaping 
slaves  before  it  was  moved  to  its 
present  location  in  1870,  when  each 
stone  was  marked,  dragged  through  the 
streets  by  oxen  and  put  together 
again.  ...  It  contains  sixteen  rooms 
filled  with  objects  mostly  of  local 
interest."
